soldiers for one y ear. Cattle gru bs 
cu t holes throu gh the thick est, best 
p art of the hide, cau sing a redu ction 
of one cent p er p ou nd and the loss 
of enou gh leather to fu rnish shoes 
for 1,000,000 soldiers one y ear. The 
gru ’os cau se an av erage loss of $3.8 6 
p er gru bby animal in the 
p ack ing 
p lant alone, and as a resu lt 
these 
animals are dev alu ed from one-half 
to one and one-half cents p er 
lb. 
on the mark et. The p rodu cer p ay s 
the bill. 


In addition to meat and leather 
losses, heel flies and gru bs cau se as 
mu ch as 25 p er cent redu ction 
in 
milk p rodu ction in dairy cows 
and 
other indefinite losses that are diffi­ 
cu lt to estimate. The total loss 
to 
cattle p rodu cers in Tex as amou nts 
to abou t $5,000,000 ev ery y ear.
